A BUILDER OF BRIDGES 

Gov, Comstock appears deter- 
mined to have a_ bridge built 
across the Straits of Mackinaw at 
an estimated cost of $38,000,000, 
the Federal government to furnish 
the money. Only 4 few years 
ago, Mr. Comstock was one of a 
number of men interested in build- 
ing a bridge across the Detroit 
river, a project which on paper

Not a 
penny of profit was ever made 
and the bonds are in default. Yet 
this bridge across the Detroit river 
costs only a fraction of the 
amount that wil) be required to 
connect the upper and lower pen- 
insulas. In view of these facts 
ft is difficult to see the line of 
reasoning by which Mr. Comstock 
arrives at the conclusion that his 
$38,000,000 bridge will be a howl- 
ing success, Fortunately all save 
one of Michigan’s contingent of 
Democratic congressmen have 
promised to fight this measure on 
the floor of the house if neces- 
sary. The Straits bridge appears 
to have very little chance of ever 
getting past the “pipe-dream” 
stage, for which we all may be 
truly thankful.—Hastings Banner.

From Eldorado Indians} Caught In Bay City

Lyle Vanidour and  Franeis 
Essex, one of whom is 16 and the 
other 18 years, both of Bay City, 
are under arrest in the latter 
city charged with 17 crimes. 
Among them is one for breaking 
and entering the Cooley Gift 
Shop here on the night of May 
6th. Both boys have made aworn 
confessions to the latter offense, 

In their stery about the local 
offense they said that they were 
put off from a freight train that 
evening. They bummed around 
town during the evening then 
went to the hobo camp west of 
town. Returning they watched 
the local officiala, At about 1:30 
p. m. Sheriff Bennett, they said, 
went home. Then they ¢ireled 
the business block in which the 
Cooley store is located, and not 
seeing the night marshal they 
broke into the store, taking jewel- 
ry amounting +o about $500.00, 
They immediately left town and 
picked up a ride to Bay City. 

They tried to sell some of the 
watches and other jewelry but 
nabody would buy, Some of it 
they smashed and some they 
threw into the river. only keeping 
some of the choicest. 

Their arrest came when they 
were caught stealing an « auto- 
mobile. A short time before that 
offense they said that they broke 
into a garage and stole a new 
Buick car. This was wrecked in 
a smashup. Then they stole an- 
other. and were caught. 

Jt is reported that they are on 
parole from the boys reforma- 
tory.

‘Completely mixed grasshopper: 
bait is nuw available ty the’ 
farmers of Crawford cuunty. This 


poison bait is furnished free of! 
charge to the farmers by the; 
Federal Government and the: 


County in a cooperative project.! 
The bran and the arsenic is fur- 
nished by the Federal Government 
while the other ingredients of the , 
bait as well as the mixing is be-! 
ing taken care of by the county. 
At the present market prices the 
material furnished by the Fed-i 
eral agencies costs approximately | 
four times as much as the ma-! 
terials furnished by the county. 

The hot dry weather earlier in 
the season has been very favor- 
able for the development of the 
grasshoppers end unless this ma- 
lerial had been obtained it is 
brobable that the farmers of the 
county would suffer severe crop 
damage from the hoppers. The 
most effective time to spread the 
poison bran bait for the hoppers 
is before the pests get their full 
growth and before they have done 
much actual damage. Experience 
has shown that the spreading of 
the bait when the hoppers are in 
their present stage of develop- 
ment will prevent any serivus crop 
damage . With the free bait 
available the farmers of Crawford 
county should be able to keep the 
hopper pests well under control 
this season. 


Farmers receiving the poison 
bait should keep in mind that 
they are dealing with 4a strong 


poison. The materials which have 
been added to the mixture toa 
make it attractive to the hoppers 
also make it attractive to live- 
stock. Care should be used in 
keeping the supply of poison bait 
away from livestock. Cattle have 
been known to even relish the 
sacks in which the bait has been 
stored for a short time. Keep the 
stock supply of the poison bait 
away from livestock and there is 
no danger of livestock loss due 
to poisoning. 

The bait is effective in killing 
grasshoppers when spread at thal 
rate of 5 to 10 pounds per acre. 
In spreading care should be use] 
to see to it that the bait is spread 
in flakes and not in small Junrps. 
When properly applied at the rate 
of 5 to 10 pounds per acre there 
ig no danger of poisoning lve- 
stock. 

Farmers wishing bait should 
bring their own sacks and apply 
in person at the barn at the 
County Farm at Grayling. 


According te A. C, Baltzer of 
the dairy department, Michigan 
State College, milk is recognized 
as nature’s perfect food. Milk 
contains in balanced amounts. the 
following food materials:  Pro- 
tein, casein, milk fat, milk sugar.

Because the 
protein is complete in its form, 
namely. it has all of the amino 
acids required by the system to 
beth build and repair) = mur!

The milk fat or butter fat 
serves ty turnish heat and energy 
und it has the unique feature 
that it imelts at less than budy 
lemperatures. The butterfat glo- 
bules ave suspended in the ainitk 
serum in very minute globules. 

Butterfat carries a large por- 
tion of Vitamin D which is so 
Iptportant te the human and which 
serves ly prevent rickets.  Muitk 
sugar is another carbohydrate in 
milk which is very sfmilar to cane 
sugar. 

For centuries people have ac- 
cepted milk in terms of its but- 
terfat value so that today milk 
is usually thought of in terms of 
the butterfat content solely, This 
is an error in that milk has rich 
properties in terms of supplying 
minerals to the human system. It 
is especially rich in caleium and 
phosphorus and there are traces 
of eight other minerals, all of 
them casily available to the di- 
gestive tract. Calcium and phos- 
phorus serve to build bones and 
tecth and they aleo act to regulate 
the nervous system. 

Scientific findings during the 
last Afty years have pointed te 
inilk as a splendid source of all 
vitamins. Vitamins are recogniz- 
ed as food accessories and they 
are absolutely necessary for gu: d 
health and even for life itself, 

In concluding his remarks re- 
garding the value of milk to the 
human race, Baltzer pointed out 
that about 20 cents out of tne 
present food deliar is spent for 
the purchase of dairy products. 
Scientists recommend and some 
nations today are practicing 
spending as much as one-thivd of 
the food dollar for the purchase 
of dairy produtts . For instance, 
the people of northern European 
cuuntries are consuming as many 
as 50 gallons of milk per person 
per year whereas the pecple in 
the United States consunre about 
40 gallons per person per year, 
The American consun:es approxi- 
mately <5 pounds of butter an- 
nually whereas the peglc of New 
Zealand and Canady ecousume as 
much a3 27 to 30 pounds of butter 
each year. 

The Swiss lead all nations in 
cansuming cheese, consuming ap- 
nually whereas the people of the 
United States consume approxi- 
mately 4 pounds of cheese each, 


Welfare workers are agreed 
that when there is less income, 
more of the ingome should be 


spent for dairy products than at 
any other time because dairy pro- 
sluets furnish such large amounts 
and completely available quanti- 
ties of food material that can he 
used by the system. 

The campaign for increasing 
the consumption of dairy products 
this year, both among urban and 
rural people has resulted in many 
more pounds of dairy products 
heiny consumed. Two advantages 
are apparent. First, betler health 
ta everyone, and, second, improv- 
ing the price for dairy products 
to producers.

parties, These political parties 
come in for the bulk of the 
criticlsm because they are the 
dominant parties, but critical po- 
litical writers weem te forget 
that the faults which exist today 
In those parties are not charge- 
able to the people of America who 
have been remiss in their political 
duties. They appear to forget 
just what the people in them per- 
mit them to be. A lot of people 
are growing politically minded to- 
day, because they have suffered 
from depression, wha were too 
aselfiah or too shiftlesa or too in- 
different to teke an interest in 
politics when the going was good. 
Citizenship involves reaponsibili- 
ties which they were unwilling te 
assume, with the result that 
selfish men took advantage of 
their inaction and ran the political 
parties to suit themselves. There 
ig nothing fundamentally: wrong 
with the republican and demv- 
eratic parties, and they are prob- 
ably as good vehicles for the ex- 
preasion of public will as anv 
party could be, the trouble be- 
ing that over fifty per cent of the 
People made no effort to obtain 
an intelligent, knowledge of 
government and give expression 
to their will through political ac 
tivity; and will be equally true of 
Tew political parties which se 
many people are anxious to form 
—they ean function only as the 
people show fntelligent and active 
interest. We believe two great 
political parties in our country, in 
which all the people are actively 
engaged, can do more good than 
a number of parties, and there 
isn’t a governmental evil com- 
plained of today that cannot be 
remedied through the two major 
Parties now existing if the people 
will throw off their political 
lethargy and get busy.—The Cas- 
sopolis Vigilant. 


GOVERN MENT 
COSTS 


OOUNTY 


Detroit—dynamic and defauit- 
ing—now comes forth with ideas 
how many of the counties of Lhe 
state, some 32 of them, should 
consolidate and thus cut the cost 
of government in two! 

The Detroit Free Press glibly 
tells how any county with 2 
population of less than 17,000 
should consolidate with an = ad- 
joining county and presto! ex- 
penses are cut in half. They point 
out as a horrible example the 
town of Hesperia which is located 
on tne county line of Oceang and 
Newaygo counties. The Free 
Press intimates that the citizens 
of Hesperia are lying awake 
nights thinking what an awful 
expenge it is to have two counties 
there instead of one, having in 
mind that two sets of county of- 
fielals are needed for Oceana’s 
and Newaygo’s 36,000 population, 
while not far away in Muskegon 
County where one set of officials 
care for 86,000 residents, The 
Press will bet a pair of country 
editor’s pants to a brain-truster’s 
bottle of hair oil that the cost of 
county government in Muskegon 
County is three times what it is 
in Newaygo and Oceana combined. 

Perhaps there are very sparsely 
settled counties in some portions 
of the state that could 
solidated and it would be a sound 


economic proposition but it is 
doubtfui, 
In the first place, the cost of 


county government in the small 
counties is very low. In Lapeer 
County with its 28,348 population 
the entire costs of county gov- 
ernment, not including a $102,500 
hudget for welfare is only $37,600 
for the present year. Compare 
this with Genesee County. Genesce 
has @ population of 211,641. The 
cost of county government there. 
excluding $463,680 for the poor 
fund, is $272,820. So you see the 
saat of county government is al- 
mast in direct ratio with the 
nopulation. Whether a county is 
consolidated with another or not 


be ‘con- |" 


have 
enaunt, necessary for the ‘care. of 
the poor, The poor we will” 
waye haye with us—be the county 
large or. small. 

County officials fn the smaller. 
counties work for low salaries.: 
In Lapeer County. (population 
28,348} the salaries range from 
$1125 to.$2250 a year. In the 
mualler counties to the north 
county officials draw $800 to $1500 
a year and get along with a $10 
a week clerk. In those counties 
as well as in Lapeer, the counties’ 
officials put in long hours at their 
desks every day. Their jobs are 
not sinecures. They have no 
private offices where black cigars 
are smoked and potitical plots 
hatched. They are on the firing, 
line every day for six days a 
week. 

Consolideting counties would 
not lessen the work to be done. 
What does it matter whether two 
do the work in the county treas- 
urer'a office at Lapeer or consoli- 
date with Tuscola and have four 


do the job? 
Then there is the matter of 
transportation cost and incon- 


venience to residents. With coun- 
ties as they are now the average 
resident of the county can: travei 
to the county seat in sbout 12 
miles. Place the county seats 
twice as far apart and that av- 
erage distance is doubled, and thé 
cost is doubled. Figuring  fiv: 
cents a mile cost, a county with 
5000 families has a traveling cost 
of $60,000 for a trip to the coun- 
ty seat and return. Every famil; 
makes at least one trip to the 
county seat in a year, Double the 
distance to the county capitel ano 
there is another $6000 cost whict. 
the taxpayer must pay for trans- 
portation. 

In addition, there is danger in 
the more centralization idea be- 
hind the county consolidation 
movement. Folks are learning 
that the further away the gov- 
ernment js, the higher the cost 
and the greater the teaks. Keep 
the government close to the peo- 
ple at home and the cost is much 
lower in propertion. 

County consolidation will not 
work nor will the people of Mich- 
igan ever approve of it—even if 
Detroit is ready to tell the folks 
up in the sticks how to run their 
business.—Lapeer County News.
